Nirgal Meets His 
First Defeat 


End of the Jumping Season 


Paris, May 1 

HE fact that racing in France is still very 

much favoured has been underlined by the 
great number of horses in competition, the stands 
thronged with eager crowds, and a distribution 
of more than three million franes in stakes dur- 
ing the Easter holidays. Up to the time of the 
Longchamp reopening on the first Sunday of 
April, Sunday meetings are held on the nice Au- 
teuil track by Societé des Steeple-Chases de 
France. Afterwards there is racing at Auteuil 
on Thursdays, except on Easter Sunday, when 
the Grand Steeple-Chase de Printemps takes 
place, and the next to last Sunday in June, when 
the Grand Steeple-Chase de Paris, the principal 
obstacle race in France, is decided. 

The Grand Steeple-Chase de Printemps (for- 
merly the Prix du Président de la République) 
has a value of 700,000 frances and is run over a 
course of 4,500 meters, with big fences. It is a 
limited handicap, and very often the best jump- 
ers fail because of their high weights. This year, 
however, the topweight, Dryas, was the winner 
under 71% kilograms (157 pounds). There were 
14 starters and Dryas led all the way, winning 
by three lengths from Fortina. 

Dryas, which thus confirmed his reputation as 
the best steeple-chaser, is an 8-year-old gelding 
by Tourbillon out of Gracilite, by *Sweeper (by 
Broomstick), and thus has American blood on 
both sides of his pedigree. As his ancestry sug- 
gests, he was bred by Marcel Boussac. 

The best hurdle racer, undefeated during the 
season, was Le Paillon, by Fastnet out of the 
French Guineas winner Blue Bear, by *Blenheim 
Il. 


Basileus Begins the Season Well 


HE steeple-chase and hurdle are very popular, 

with horsemen as well as with the public, but 
sportsmen always await eagerly the reopening 
cf the flat racing season at Longchamp. This 
happened the first Sunday of April when the Prix 
des Sablons was run over 2,000 meters between 
colts and fillies of 4 years old and upwards, for 
800,000 frances. This event very often attracts 
the main horses of the previous year, but it is not 
always the best horse that wins, but the fittest. 
This year the result gave satisfaction in every 
way when Basileus gallantly won. He runs under 
the name of Jean Couturié and was bred by the 
great American breeder Mr. J. E. Widener. He 
was the best 2-year-old of his generation. Last

year he had to satisfy himself with places in the 
great classics but brilliantly won the Grand Prix 
de Deauville and the Prix du Conseil Municipal 
(in record time with top weight). The breeding 
of Basileus is notable for its inbreeding to Perth, 
Chouberski, Le Saney, and Omnium II (through 
Kizil Kourgan and Kizil Sou, who were own sis- 
ters).

Basileus beat Chanteur, one of the best 2-year- 
olds of 1945, and Coaraze, the winner of the 
French Derby of 1945. The great filly Nikellora, 
who headed the list of winners last year with 
3,261,450 frances, ran very badly. 

The Prix Boiard is, save for a smaller stake, 
similar to the Prix des Sablons and often attracts 
the same horses, but this year, taking place on 
the following day, it had only four runners. The 
favorite, Obelisque II, was ‘well beaten a week 
later in one of the oldest races in the French cal- 


endar, the Prix La Bourse (2,200 meters) by one 
of Marcel Boussac’s champions, the 6-year-old 
Micipsa. 

To finish with the older horses, let us mention 
that sprinters met at 1,400 meters in the Prix La 
Jonchére, where in a very close finish Patchouly 
beat Fine Art and Tango. 


Leading 3-Year-Olds 


ITH the Longchamp reopening start the 

many selection races for 3-year-olds in view 

of the great classics. We will only deal with the 

main winners. Tourville, Dorogoi, Hope La, Bou- 

ton Rose, Carrousel, Triolet IV, and Revigny may 
be considered as Derby like colts. 

On the Prix des Sablons day two semi-classics 
were run. The one for colts, the Prix de Guiche, 
was won by the best horse, Fasano, belonging to 
H. Couturié. He won easily and must be a very 
good colt. The one for fillies, the Prix Vanteaux, 
was won by Ephese (40 to 1), belonging to Mr.

INVERMARK’S SIRE RECORD 


Invermark’s first crop was foaled in 1941. In this crop he had six starters, 
with four winners, one placed, and one unplaced. Fort Ben was the best. He 
won five races at two, three races and twice placed at three, from nine starts. 
Fort Ben was a horse of excellent speed which he carried up to 1 1/16 miles in 
close to record time. In the 1944 Hollywood Park Meeting in California, Fort 
Ben ran in allowance handicaps and stakes, and was handicapped 126 pounds 
against Bric A Bac’s 124 pounds, both three-year-olds. Fort Ben broke a small 
bone in his foot in 1945. (Bric A Bac won the $50,000 San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap at 114 miles, in 1945). 


Invermark’s second crop was foaled in 1942. He had thirteen starters, 
11 winners. Five won at two, including Rivermark, winner of 4 races and 
Inverette winner of 2 races, 5 times placed in her first nine starts, running only 
in maiden, allowance and stake races. 


Invermark’s third crop was foaled in 1943, 2-year-olds of 1945. From six 
starters he has five winners and one placed second. Pana Tapper won her first 
two starts, equaling a track record in her second, and placed in stakes. Pere 
Markette won three races, and was beaten a nose in the $5,000 Alsab Handicap 
at Detroit. Naval Base won at Jamaica, beating a high-class field. Our Sensa- 
tion won and placed second twice and third once at Garden State Park. In- 
verine won twice, placed second twice and third once in high-class fields at Wash- 
ington Park. Good Pasture placed second in her second start at Delaware 


Park. 


Invermark’s total stud record to date reads: 25 starters—20 winners—2 
placed—and 3 unplaced. 


Invermark was a stakes winner of 15 races and greatly resembles in con- 
formation and disposition his sire *,Teddy, whose sons dominate the American’ 
Sires List today. His dam and grandam were good race mares and good pro- 
ducers and he is as well-bred as any son of *Teddy in the world. He comes 
from Galopin’s Branch of the No. 3 Family. :

T is going to be a whopping year. There will 

be well over 20,000 races run in North Amer- 
ica. The betting in the mutuel pools will be over 
one and a half billion dollars. There may be near- 
ly forty million in stakes and purses and bonuses. 
The states and other taxing agencies will collect 
something like a hundred million. 

Owners of horses will spend perhaps fifty mil- 
lion dollars trying to win the forty million dollars 
offered in purses. The states probably won’t spend 
more than a million or so to protect the source 
of the easiest revenue they get. 

Who gets the principal financial benefit from 
racing? The state. That is, the people. The same 
people who paid for the privilege of wagering on 
races in the first place. 

Sometimes, when one of the great national mag- 
azines has a fling at a story about racing as a big 
business, the people are invited to accept the idea 
that somebody has been picking their pockets. 
They sometimes fail to understand that the money 
they are pulling out of one pocket is being stuffed 
back into the other, where it is used to finance the 
business of government—which, no less than rac- 
ing, has stepped into the field of big business in 
recent years. 

Racing is everybody’s business now, because 
the agencies of government are coming to depend 
more and more upon the take-off from the public 
betting pools. If this take is too high, or too low, 
it is the business of the people, for in most 
places they get the biggest bite from the gross 
revenues. If the doping problem is still short of a 
final solution, the people cannot simply say that 
it is up to racing to put its house in order—it is 
their house too. If we are beginning to have 
gangster killings and intimidations, it is not 
enough to warn “racing” that such things must 
stop or else. “Racing,” used as a general term, 
means nobody in particular; it means everybody 
in general. 

The responsibility for the safe conduct of racing 
is everybody’s. If New York State and New York

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City are going to take 11 per cent plus out of the 
mutuel pools, they (that is, the people) must be 
prepared to deal with certain resultant problems. 
For instance, the extremely high take certainly 
means an increase in bookmaking, and especially 
in on-the-grounds bookmaking. A bookmaker op- 
erating at Jamaica could give back to his cus- 
tomers half their losses and still have enough 
margin to grow richer week by week, plus enough 
to corrupt law-enforcement agencies. A book- 
maker who operates in such fashion will need 
protection,” and he will get it from gangsters. 
Gangsters need protection, and they will get it 
from politicians. Politicians need power, and 
they will get it from the people. ... The size of 
the take is everybody’s business. 

This year the problems are thick. The prob- 
lems of labor, gangsters, taxes, comeback money 
(the overflow from the black market of race 
track betting) are upon racing, just as similar 
problems are upon the country in general. They 
are all tough ones. They are all part of the great 
general problem of making democracy work— 
through the decisions of an enlightened people. 

The big national magazines will be interested 
in racing because it is big news. In the past there 
have been too many hacks who have missed the 
fundamental problems, who have simply gathered 
up a handful of clues and come storming out to 
point a quivering finger at “racing’”—a nebulous 
but serviceable scapegoat for the expiation of sins 
inherent in the disturbed society of today. 

The next time, let it be made clear that racing 
is not somebody else’s problem child, but the di- 
rect responsibility of the people who collect its 
earnings. 

There is no separate problem of racing, but 
only the problem of our society as a whole, includ- 
ing racing. In the consideration of procedures 
and policies we must seek to fix a sense of re- 
sponsibility in the minds of the responsible per- 
sons. If the states want more racing and higher 
take, if they want to fix labor policies within 
racing, they must understand their responsibility 
for whatever effects their policies may create.

Discussion in Maryland

Commission to discontinue mandatory use of the 
receiving barn; (2) Harry A. Parr III offered 
evidence on behalf of the Maryland Jockey Club 
that the receiving barn was not a firetrap, as al- 
leged; and (3) the Maryland Racing Commission 
held a small informal consultation with represen- 
tatives of the Maryland Horsemen’s Protective 
Association and the American Trainers’ Associ- 
ation. 

The meeting and conversations before and af- 
ter it developed one point in particular: though 
a few horsemen are still thinking of the receiving 
barn in terms of stimulation of horses, an in- 
creasing number are looking upon it as a means 
of preventing the use of batteries and chains on 
horses. One man said bluntly: “The people who 
used to depend on dope are now depending on 
batteries and chaining. Of course they don’t want 
the receiving barn.” 

Naturally this doesn’t go for everybody who 
opposes the receiving barn. This tourist knows a 
half-dozen horsemen, particularly older ones, who 
simply prefer to keep their horses in their own 
barns until race time. Possibly this is just be- 
cause they’ve always done it that way and change 
comes hard to them. Possibly it is that they have 
learned to distrust gadgets fathered by racing 
associations or racing commissions. At all events, 
these are men who are not suspected of any sort 
of unfair practice. 

The hearing, if it may be called by any name so 
formal, developed one important point. The peti- 
tion, reported as a work of the M. H. P. A., wasn’t 
technically that. The president of that organiza- 
tion, R. A. Johnson, didn’t know it existed until 
it was already in the hands of the commission, 
and some of the signators were not members. It 
was not, then, the unaided work of any organiza- 
tion. One man who signed it said later he was 
sorry he had. Another sent direct word to the 
commission that on mature deliberation he was 
“100 per cent in favor of the receiving barn, and 
the people who signed it had been bulldozed by 
Guy Bedwell.” About that side of it this observer 
wouldn’t know; as a matter of fact Mr. Bedwell’s 
name was the first on the petition. 

The American Trainers’ Association, by tele- 
gram from its president, John M. Gaver, endorsed 
the use of a receiving barn, with the provision 
that it be “properly constructed, properly located, 
and properly supervised.” There were, in fact,

two questions being argued at once—on the one 
hand, the desirability of an ideal receiving barn, 
on the other the desirability of the particular re- 
ceiving barns at Havre de Grace and Pimlico. 
Both of these were to some extent makeshift af- 
fairs, for any attempt to construct a new barn 
would be viewed with an incredulous eye by Mr. 
Wyatt’s housing administration. 

The commission reserved its decision, having 
got the facts available and having heard the ar- 
guments of both sides. Just at a guess, the com- 
mission favors the use of the barn—this was the 
impression formed by the direction of the ques- 
tions which Mr. Mahoney and his associates asked,

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though there was not even an unofficial commit- 
ment, Practically, it can have all summer to de- 
cide, because with the end of the current Havre 
de Grace meeting the spring season is over, and 
major racing in Maryland does not begin again 
until Laurel Park opens at the end of the sum- 
mer. Possibly the issue will have been fought 
out on other fields before then. 


Grief at Albany 


HE end of the world is at hand, and signs and 

portents have appeared on the totalizator 
board. Legislators at Albany look every now and 
then at the horizon, dreading the appearance of 
the beasts of the Apocalypse. The horseplayer is 
not as dumb as they thought, and the handle at 
Belmont Park is below that of 1945. It isn’t rain, 
it isn’t transportation—though it may come to 
be that also—it’s a per capita matter. To be 
blunt, it’s 15 per cent and the breakage. Jamaica 
the horseplayers overrode, flushed with unused 
cash from the winter. But by Belmont the drag 
was on. The goose, though it was still laying 
two eggs a day, had begun to lay smaller ones. 
The chances are it will catch hell for this. 

The report at the race tracks is that the situa- 
tion is the result of a political deal between Mayor 
O’Dwyer of New York City and Governor Dewey 
of New York State. Mr. Dewey, so goes the story, 
gave the race tracks over to pillage, in return for 
O’Dwyer support in the next campaign for the 
presidency. 

At all events the pull of the 15 per cent is now 
becoming evident, and presumably it will become 
more evident. There are fantastic tales of offers 
by bookmakers, to return a certain percentage of 
money lost. These are passed on here without 
endorsement, this tourist having no first-hand 
knowledge to support them. But there is no 
question that business at the $100 windows has 
gone pffutt. There is considerable room for doubt 
that those who patronized them have suddenly 
given up horseplaying and gone to betting on the 
Sunday text at St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 

But anyway the horseplayer emerges trium- 
phant. He’s smarter than they thought at Albany. 
He won’t buck a ruinous percentage quite as 
blindly as had been anticipated. He misses his 
money when it’s taken from him without due pro- 
cess of losing favorites. He can count past ten 
with his shoes on. When the season is over he 
won’t have anything, of course, but his money 
will be in the hands of reputable bookmakers who 
have wives and families to support, and possibly 
relatives and poverty-stricken show girls; it will 
not be in the cold vaults of the State capitol. 

The notion here is that, bad as this is for rac- 
ing in New York, it is good for racing in general. 
It is fair warning to covetous legislatures of other 
states that the horseplayer can illustrate the law 
of diminishing returns, even if he can’t quote it. 

Had the New York handle stood up, under the 
pressure of inflation and loose money, the 15 per 
cent would have gone everywhere. Now perhaps 
the lesson will be plainer that the optimum pro- 


duction of a goose is one egg a day, not much’ 


greater in weight than ten per cent of the goose.

Don't Shoot, Boys 


EFORE I get shot, I would like to make a final 
statement. (In case I don’t get shot, it won’t 
be final.) 

In the Thoroughbred Record of May 11 comes 
our friend Lee Benham, who has been out in the 
Southwest for quite a spell now, with an article 
commenting on the article in this column in THE 
Buioop-HorseE of April 13.

As a precaution against the day when I might 
have to use some part of the Southwest as a 
health resort, the first paragraph of the article 
in question is here reproduced: 


As is commonly known to all breeders of 
Quarter Horses, the breeders of Thorough- 
breds are the biggest liars in the world and 
will stop at nothing to kid the Thoroughbred 
registry, the American Stud Book. 


That is a far, far safer thing to say than that 
Quarter Horse men “are the biggest damn liars 
that ever lived,’”’ and somewhat more accurate. 

The main purpose of the article was to show 
that the breeders of quarter horses have the 
Thoroughbred registry at a disadvantage, since 
they can and do declare that certain Thorough- 
bred pedigrees are falsified. They can make a 
very good case for this claim for the simple rea- 
son that they breed both Quarter Horses and 
Thoroughbreds and can, if they wish, make the 
Thoroughbred registration and later, as Quarter 
Horse breeders, represent that, as Thoroughbred 
breeders, they had misrepresented. 

This is a matter of importance because it is go- 
ing to be a little comical in future years to have 
two official registries, Thoroughbred and Quar- 
ter Horse, with the same animals registered under 
different pedigrees. 

It was in full seriousness that I made the sug- 
gestion that The Jockey Club require from all 
stallion owners a witnessed certification of each 
mating. This was not only for the protection of 
the integrity of the breed against improvisation 
in the Quarter Horse country, but as a normal 
precaution against mistakes and misrepresenta- 
tion in general. Nearly every year one finds in 
the official registry the record of foals whose coat 
color is at odds with the supposed laws of hered- 
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ity. 
registered or the laws of heredity have been mis- 
construed. 

Breeders, I believe, would welcome such a pre-

caution. Certainly Thoroughbred breeding has 
developed to the point where it is needed. 


Miss Bunting and Dustwhirl 


T is much too early in the season to assume that 

the class of the 2-year-olds has been revealed, 
but if it happens that Preoccupy carries on in 
the fashion he has begun, the money-winning rec- 
ord of the produce of Dustwhirl may be in danger, 
Dustwhirl, owned in recent years by Calumet 
Farm, has produced the winners of $654,954 to 
date, including $561,151 earned by Whirlaway, 
the world’s leading money-winner. 

To the end of 1945 the produce of Miss Bunt- 
ing (bay mare, 1930, by Bunting—Mirthful, by 
*North Star III) had earned $416,166. This year 
Occupy has added $31,250, Preoccupy $9,670, and 
Bulldinger $2,100, making a total of $459,186. 

This is still nearly $200,000 short of Dust- 
whirl’s record. But what’s a couple of hundred 
grand these days, if you happen to have a good 
race horse? 

Miss Bunting, herself a stakes winner as a 2- 
year-old, died April 27, 1945, orphaning a chest- 
nut filly by *Blenheim II. Preoccupy, her next 
to last foal, is of course her best chance for big 
additional winnings. The normal odds against 
distinguished performance on the part of the 
yearling filly are perhaps 10 to 1, whereas the 
odds against Preoccupy’s becoming a high-class 
horse were probably only about 3 to 1, the differ- 
ence being principally owing to his sex and partly 
owing to the fact that he is by *Bull Dog, which 
is mathematically the most dependable sire in 
America, or very nearly so. 

Odds and money aside, it was a remarkable 
achievement that two full brothers, Occupation 
and Occupy, gained such laurels as they did. The 
appearance of a third brother with promise of 
similar class and precocity will intrigue the in- 
terest of the racing public, which ordinarily does 
not trouble itself unduly about equine relation- 
ships.

Legalized Bookmaking in Louisiana 


Efforts are being made to legalize off-the- 
course betting at New Orleans through amend- 
ments to the Louisiana State racing law. The 
betting would be restricted to certain zones in 
the city and would limit the number of licensees 
to 250, who would be charged $25 a day, payable 
a month in advance, and would be required to 
post a $1,000 bond in advance. The bill is said 
to have the support of the New Orleans city ad- 
ministration and of civic groups. It would apply 
only to New Orleans since it would be in force 
only in cities of more than 300,000 population.

Burgoo King Dies in Ohio 


HE Kentucky Derby winner of 1932, Burgoo 

King, died of a heart attack at John W. Gal- 
breath’s Darby Dan Farm, near Columbus, Ohio, 
Sunday night, May 19. The horse had suffered a 
heart attack that morning. He had a full book of 
40 mares for the 1946 season and at the time of 
his death had been bred to all but a half-dozen. 


Burgoo King, third of Col. E. R. Bradley’s four 
Kentucky Derby winners, was named in compli- 
ment to Lexington’s Jim Looney, who has made 
the burgoo (a thick stew, cooked in large ket- 
tles) for innumerable outdoor gatherings in Ken- 
tucky. Foaled in 1929, he was by the Derby win- 
ner Bubbling Over out of Minawand, by the Eng- 
lish sire Lonawand, and was bred by Colonel 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm in partnership 
with Horace N. Davis, at whose neighboring farm 
he was foaled. His racing career resembled that 
of Bold Venture: he showed good class at two 
but won no stakes, and at three won the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness Stakes, then went out of 
competition with a bowed tendon. In the spring 
of his 5-year-old season he attempted a come- 
back, placed in all of his five starts, but failed 
to win. 

Entering the stud at Idle Hour in 1935, Burgoo 
King was given moderate opportunities, was mod- 
erately successful. Mr. Galbreath bought him in 
January, 1942, and moved him to Darby Dan 
Farm in Ohio. Later he established another Darby 
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Dan Farm next door to Idle Hour, a short distance 
out of Lexington, set up two other Bradley-bred 
stallions in the stud there, Best Seller and Bless 
Me, and moved many of his mares. 

Through 1945 Burgoo King had been credited 
with 136 registered foals of racing age and they 
had won 661 races and earned $744,144. His best 
get included the stakes winners Doubt Not, Olney, 
Boy Angler, Burgoo Maid, and Black Swan. In 
his first crop of Ohio-breds were 17 foals, includ- 
ing eight 2-year-old winners of 1945. 

The death of Burgoo King left the Ohio division 
of Darby Dan Farm without a stallion. 


LeRoy King to Disperse Stock 


C. LeRoy King, of Memphis, announced last 
week that he planned to break up his Thorough- 
bred racing and breeding establishment and re- 
tire from the sport. He is offering for private 
sale all the stock at his Kingsland Farm, just out- 
side Memphis, comprising the stallions Pari- 
Mutuel and Double Heart, 20 broodmares, 10 
sucklings, 12 yearlings, and three 2-year-olds. 

Mr. King presides over the J. R. Watkins Com- 
pany, whose door-to-door salesmen for more than 
half a century have been unpacking their sample 
cases on the front porches of rural homes in the 
South and selling soap, flavoring, face powder, 
liniment, and other necessities. He has been 
breeding Thoroughbreds more than twenty years. 

The yearlings and sucklings offered are all by 
the farm stallions, Pari-Mutuel, 16-year-old broth- 
er to Chance Play and Chance Shot, and Double 
Heart. The latter, winner of 18 races and

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They Use Frogs 


Courts Accept Their Dope Evidence 


HE saliva test which was first employed on the 

I. C. R. A. race tracks in May 1934, followed 
to some extent that developed by Dr. W. R. Pen- 
niman in Baltimore for the Maryland tracks. The 
author, who accepted the position as analyst for 
the I. C. R. A., spent several days in Dr. Penni- 
man’s laboratory studying his methods. 

Four departures were made from the Baltimore 
method, namely: 


(1) Instead of using a dry swab or one wet 
with water to collect saliva, the horses’ 
mouths were swabbed with 6 fl. oz. of 1% 
acetic acid for 3 minutes in order to stimulate 
the flow of saliva from the salivary glands 
and to obtain approximately 1 fl. oz. of sa- 
liva. The analytical method was adjusted so 
that at one stage protein separating was 
centrifuged out and measured, thus giving a 
check on the amount of saliva obtained by the 
veterinarian. 

(2) In place of separatory funnels for sep- 
arating immiscible (unmixable) solvents, 
special tubes were used which could be centri- 
fuged, thus saving much time in obtaining a 
separation of two immiscible liquids. 

(3) The collection of the saliva was placed 
in charge of a veterinarian appointed by the 
Dominion Government and the bottling, label- 
ing, transportation, etc., was performed by a 
Contable of the Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice. Thus from the beginning tampering with 
samples was eliminated. 

(4) Biological tests were used in addition 
to the colour tests employed in Baltimore. 


While in Baltimore the author met Dr. James 
C. Munch who was then trying to apply the mouse 
test to horse saliva. The mouse test for morphine 
and heroin had been devised in 1912 by O. Her- 
mann for toxicological work. Dr. Penniman, who 
was purely a chemist and not familiar with bio- 
logical methods, was not particularly interested in 
biological testing. He relied on colour tests and 
was developing crystalline tests. 

The author, who had years of experience in 
pharmacology, began to use the frog test late in 
the 1934 season for the detection of strychnine. 
By using small frogs, 3 to 4 grams in weight, it 
was possible to detect 2 to 3 gamma of strychnine, 
since one gamma or thereabouts per gram of 
frog would cause typical strychnine convulsions

The tests were never made directly on the sa- 
liva itself; only purified solutions were used in 
which the saliva was concentrated 30 times or 
more. The small frog was used also for caffeine 
testing.

Editor’s note: When the question of bio- 
logical tests for the detection of drugs in the 
saliva of horses was brought up by Mary- 
land’s George P. Mahoney at the meeting of 
the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners in Los Angeles three months 
ago, James J. Heffering reminded us that 
similar methods had been used in Canada for 
years. We asked Mr. Heffering, who is presi- 
dent of the Incorporated Canadian Racing 
Associations, the governing authority for 
racing in the Province of Ontario, to have a 
report on the procedure prepared for read- 
ers of THE BLOoD-HORSE. 

Mr. Heffering has authorized the accom- 
panying brief statement, prepared by Dr. 
G. H. W. Lucas, professor of pharmacology 
at the University of Toronto, and forwarded 
by our Toronto correspondent, Bobby Hewit- 
son. Dr. Lucas developed the procedures now 
used at the Ontario tracks, Woodbine Park, 
Thorncliffe Park, Long Branch, Dufferin 
Park, Hamilton, Fort Erie, and Stamford 
Park.

peculiar convulsions in the frogs. These later 
were shown to be caused by coramine in the sa- 
liva. 

Mice have not been used for strychnine or 
caffeine so far. The frog is easier to handle. 
Mice have been used to detect the opiates which 
cause the tail reaction. Benzedrine lends itself 
readily to biological as well as colour and crys- 
talline tests. Biological tests are rapid, charac- 
teristic, and have been accepted as evidence in 
courts of law for many years. 

Crystalline tests for alkaloidal substances have 
been known for a long time. In 1934 the New 
York State Racing Laboratory was employing 
such tests and great credit is due Mr. Morgan, the 
chief chemist, for the excellent contributions he 
has made in the detection of drugs by this method. 
The Ontario Laboratory is indebted to him, for 
it has employed his crystalline methods since 1938 
along with colour and biological tests in the de- 
tection of stimulants in the saliva of horses.

“There Was Cause 
For Revocation’ 


Tom Smith Still on the Outside 


N a unanimous decision, the Appellate Division 

of the New York State Supreme Court on May 
17 upheld the revocation of Trainer Tom Smith’s 
license by a board composed of members of the 
New York State Racing Commission and two 
stewards of The Jockey Club, and declared that 
it considered that Smith had received a “fair 
hearing.” 

The trainer of the Maine Chance Farm horses 
was suspended, in effect, for one year beginning 
last November 8 when it developed that Ernest 
Pevler, a Maine Chance stable foreman, had ad- 
ministered a solution of ephedrine in the form of 
a nasal spray to the horse Magnific Duel at the 
Jamaica race track last November 1. Smith, as 
trainer of the horse, was held responsible for the 
administration of the spray, and his license was 
revoked. The license under which he was training 
at the time expired on April 1, 1946, and he had 
not applied for a new one, pending the outcome of 
the Supreme Court hearing. The trainer also was 
barred from admittance to New York tracks dur- 
ing the period of suspension, or revocation, but 
this was not up for consideration by the court. 

In commenting on the case, the court noted that 
conflicting expert testimony had been offered at 
the Smith hearing in December concerning the 
effectiveness of a 2.6 per cent ephedrine solution 
as a stimulant to a race horse. “Under the con- 
trolling authorities we may not consider the 
weight of the evidence relating to this question,” 
the opinion stated. “Nor may we choose to be- 
lieve one set of experts rather than the others. 

“If we could, it might well be that we should 
arrive at a different conclusion from that arrived 
at by the board as to whether the evidence estab- 
lished any actual stimulation of the horse in ques- 
tion.” In that statement lay whatever comfort 
Smith and his attorneys could glean from the de- 
cision. , 

“In reviewing a determination of an administra- 
tive agency based on the actual findings,” the 
court opinion read, “the courts are confined to a 
consideration of the question as to whether there 
was substantial evidence to support the findings 
made. There was some substantial evidence to 
support the findings made. Accordingly, the de- 
termination cannot be said to be arbitrary or 
capricious, and we may not set it aside. The 
joint board has decided that there was cause for 
the revocation of the license of petitioner Tom 
Smith. Its decision involved the consideration 
of factual matter.”

Fontaine Beats Noted Sprinters 


RIoO DE JANEIRO, May 11 


ERY seldom do we see such a mare as Fon- 

taine. She is one of the most brilliant repre- 
sentatives of her sex I have seen on the Turf and 
her early campaign was so good that she did not 
have to win, as she did, six days ago, the top 
sprinting test of Brazil, to be regarded a really 
wonderful mare. 

The Grande Premio Major Suckow, over 1,000 
meters, worth 80,000 cruzeiros to the winner, is 
the most important sprinting test of Brazilian 
racing and one of the few really important sprint- 
ing races in this part of the world. On May 5, at 
Gavea, the 1946 renewal of the event offered a 
great deal of interest among race-goers because 
in it the famous horse Secreto—which I regard 
as a sensational middle-distance horse—was to 
meet with Fontaine, whose previous appearance 
had been in the Cordeiro da Graga, over the same 
distance, the sprinting test for fillies and mares, 
which she won easily, almost equaling the track 
record. 

Fontaine is not a pure sprinter. Last year she 
won the Brazilian One and Two Thousand Guin- 
eas (about one mile) and the Brazilian Oaks and 
Derby (about one mile and a half), beating the 
best colts and fillies, a feat never before accom- 
plished in this country by any mare. However,

was now matched against Secreto and the cham- 
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Quibu Wins Clasico Belgrano 


The Premio General Belgrano, instituted 50 
years ago, is one of the principal “clasicos” 
for 3-year-olds and up in Argentina, its roll 
of winners including such names as Botafogo, 
Stayer II, Congreve, Cute Eyes, Balbuco, and 
Médicis. 

According to a brief cabled report received 
by THE BLoop-HorsE, the 1946 renewal, run 
Sunday, May 19, at San Isidro, was won by 
Quibt, with Battant second, Royal Tip third, 
Talon fourth. The time for the 2,200 meters 
(slightly less than 1% miles) was 2:13%. 

Quibt, which had already distinguished 
himself as one of the outstanding 3-year-olds

pion sprinter Domino, whose previous perform- 
ances showed he is a very good sprinter indeed. 

A big crowd was at Gavea on the day of the 
race and the favorite was Fontaine, as a 16-10 
choice, with Secreto at 34-10 and Domino at 5-1. 
The course was muddy, weather rainy. At the 
start, Fontaine and Domino took a short lead. 
When they reached the third furlong the mare 
was in front. Two furlongs from home she was 
four lengths in front and Secreto was even with 
Domin6. Fontaine came home the same four 
lengths in front of Secreto, which beat Domino 
one length, the others finishing as follows: Mara- 
canan, Briton, Sobeo. Time, 1:01. 

The winner, whose rider this time was E. Cas- 
tillo, up to now has run 14 times, won ten events, 
finished once second, twice third, earning 784,000 
cruzeiros, the highest sum ever earned by a mare 
in Brazil. Her owner is the “Linneo de Paula 
Machado Stable,” and her trainer is veteran E. 
Freitas. 

I am sure there is no mare in South America to 
beat Fontaine now and that very few horses 
could be matched with her at any distance up to 
one mile and a half.

ezza won again, scoring her third victory. Second 
was Hydarnes, a stakes-winning colt, third Ber- 
enice II, and fourth Basca. Time, 1:134%. The 
winner, a daughter of Seventh Wonder out of 
Stingy, was bred by José Paulino Nogueira and 
is owned by Henrique de Toledo Lara. She is the 
all-sex champion of her year up to now at Cidade 
Jardim, while Garbosa II, also bred by Paulino 
Nogueira, is the all-sex unbeaten champion of 
her generation at Gavea. However, I rank Gar- 
bosa II much higher than Giovinezza, and a colt, 
Holkar, by Santarem (by Novelty), a strong con- 
testant to the juveniles’ leadership. 

On the same day, at Cidade Jardim, the Eng- 
lish-bred High Sheriff, by Hyperion out of Tip 
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the Wink, made his debut and won a six-furlong 
race in 1:133/10. Perhaps he will be a good 
stakes candidate. High Sheriff is the first Hy- 
perion horse we have seen running on a Brazilian 
course. He cost 8,000 guineas at Newmarket and 
is owned by F. E. de Paula Machado. 


Remo's New Stakes 


HE champion Argentine 2-year-old colt Remo, 

whose three previous starts, all in stakes, were 
resolved by brilliant wins, returned to action on 
May 5, at Palermo, for the Clasico Raul Cheva- 
lier, over 1,400 meters, when the also unbeaten 
Etwin, a son of British Empire, was regarded 
his best opponent. However, Etwin was no 
match for Remo, which won by one length, with 
Etwin second several lengths in front of Ibicuy, 
with Partidario fourth and Ejecutivo last. The 
winner, a beautiful son of Ipe out of Remera, is 
owned by Indecis Stable, his trainer is Domingo 
Torterolo, and his rider was F. R. Quinteros. 
Remo’s time for the 1,400 meters (about seven 
furlongs) was 1:24%. 

On the previous day at San Isidro, Ensueno, the 
champion sprinter of Argentina had a walk-over. 
He is a son of British Empire out of Sweet Katie, 
and his owner is Upper Cut Stable. British Em- 
pire, sire of Ensueno, Estuardo, and other very 
good young horses in Argentina, is rapidly gain- 
ing a top position in Argentine breeding and may 
take the place which Congreve left. 


The 2-year-old champion filly in Uruguay is 
Banca, a daughter of Ruler out of Bam, owned 
by Oswaldo Aranha, former Brazilian foreign 
minister. She is another link in the chain of in- 
ternational racing in this part of the world. Banca 
won this time by only a head from Belefa, a 
daughter of Mazarino, while Borla Roja was 
third, three lengths back. The winner, undoubted- 
ly the champion filly of her generation, up to now, 
at the Maronas course in Uruguay, won in 1:18%. 
for the 1,300 meters of the Clasico Rio de La 
Plata, on May 5. 


General News 


NTERNATIONAL racing is still on the in- 

crease. The owners in South America, and 
mainly Brazilian owners, are running their horses 
in several racing countries. Several of the best 
horses in Argentina and Uruguay are the prop- 
erty of Brazilian owners. Now a cable from 
Buenos Aires, printed in Rio press, gives us the 
news that Roberto Seabra, one of the wealthiest 
Brazilian breeders and owners, has purchased the 
top stakes winner Zorro, recently third to Quibu 
and Royal Tip in the Clasico Otono, and one of the 
good weight-for-age horses in Argentina. The re- 
ported price was 85,000 pesos. This horse will be 
shipped to Rio de Janeiro, to be represented in the 
1946 renewal of our Grande Premio Brasil, worth 
500,000 cruzeiros to the winner, in August. Per- 
haps Zorro and Secreto will form the Ceabra en- 
try in that event. 

Another cable from Buenos Aires states that 
Ben Omar, a noted 4-year-old stayer, son of Baber 
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Shah, will be shipped by his owners to Rio de 
Janeiro for the Grande Premio Brasil, and that 
Punjab and Battant will also be sent to Rio de 
Janeiro for the big international events at Gavea. 

The Brazilian Jockey Club recently inaugurated 
a trainers’ school. I don’t know if you have it or 
not, but in Brazil we were needing it. Some of 
the best trainers and several prominent veter- 
inaries are instructing the candidates. 

The recent shutdown of the casinos in Brazil, 
decreed by the government resulted in a great in- 
crease in the betting on horse racing. The Bra- 
zilian Jockey Club established a new system of 
betting for the “cumulated” bets and new prog- 
ress was noted in the wagering. There is ex- 
pected this year a boom in horse racing betting, 
especially in Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo, the 
two principal Turf centers in the country. 


Argentina 


RIO DE JANEIRO, May 4 

OME very interesting races were presented 
last week at the Palermo and San Isidro race 
courses in the Buenos Aires area, none of them, 
however, of the highest rank. On April 27, at 
San Isidro, the Clasico Rio Colorado, over 1,600 
meters, for 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 
was won by Margarita, a daughter of Full Sail 
out of May Rose, under the riding of O. Nardi. 
Margarita won in 1:39%, second being Salfina 
and third Malby. None of them is of much ac- 
count. On the same day, however, there were 
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two sensational handicaps, one of them for sprint- 
ers, the other for stayers. The sprinting test was 
won by the champion of sprinters in Argentina, 
the 38-year-old Ensueno, by British Empire out of 
Sweet Katie, owned by Upper Cut Stable, under 
136.4 pounds, in an amazing performance, es- 
pecially because his time was very good, :58%. 

The staying contest was won by Camembert, a 
son of Cameronian out of Candonga, owned by 
the Brazilian horsemen Roberto and Nelson Sea- 
bra, ridden by the famous Chilean jockey Juan 
Zuniga, former leading jockey in Chile and Brazil. 
Camembert won in 3:16%, for the 3,000 meters, 
beating Taler into second place, with Facon third. 
As you see, South American racing is becoming 
rapidly an international system. 

On the following day, at Palermo, the Clasico 
Eliseo Ramirez, for 2-year-olds fillies, over 1,400 
meters, was offered and in the field was Fortuna, 
a full sister of the international champion Filon, 
and thus a daughter of Full Sail out of Felina, 
owned by José Buarque de Macedo, a Brazilian 
owner. Fortuna was considered then the top filly 
in Argentina, but was last when they came home. 
The winner was Blossom, a daughter of Badrud- 
din out of Divertida, owned by Titan Stable, in 
1:2644, beating Grilette by several lengths, with 
Nina Bruja third, Visionaria fourth and Fortuna 
last.

ECENT notes on the Uruguayan early cham- 

pion colt, Farouche, already a stakes winner 
of two “clasicos,’’ indicated that you surely would 
hear again of him.

Sanner Sues for $500,000 


Trainer Roland B. Sanner, suspended for life by 
the Louisiana State Racing Commission on March

Sanner, as trainer, and Mr. and Mrs. Clyde B. 
Inscoe, as owners, were suspended for life as a 
result of the substitution, and Jockey Charles E. 
Bowers was suspended for a year. 

None of the principals was at the Louisiana 
hearing, but in a statement offered by Sanner, 
the trainer said the wrong horse had been picked 
up by mistake at Charles Town, W. Va. The 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau, Inc., 
gathered part of the evidence. 

In April, Sanner and his wife and James S. 
O’Donnell, of Washington, D. C., were charged 
by a Baltimore grand jury with having conspired 
to obtain a $1,100 purse at Pimlico last November 
by substituting Flying Kilts for Rounco, owned 
by Mrs. Sanner and trained by her husband. 
O’Donnell was listed as the actual owner of Fly- 
ing Kilts. It was said at the New Orleans hear- 


ing that Mr. and Mrs. Inscoe had bought Flying 
Kilts from O’Donnell for $2,000.

When the last eligibility payment for the 
Coaching Club American Oaks was made on Feb- 
ruary 15, 45 3-year-old fillies remained on the list. 
Seven of them came out for the Acorn Stakes, 
which often is used by trainers as a last prep be- 
fore the Oaks, but the winner was returned from 
among the three non-eligibles. She was William 
Helis’ Earshot, a Petrose filly which was raced 
only lightly at two and which went into the race 
with five wins and three seconds in eight starts 
this season, all but two of which were made at 
the Fair Grounds. 

In her most ambitious effort prior to the Acorn, 
Earshot. had finished a close second to Red Shoes 
in the Pimlico Oaks. She was off next to last in 
the Acorn, moved up gradually to be second at 
the top of the stretch to Bonnie Beryl, which had 
taken the lead from Rytina, the pacemaker. In 
the drive to the wire, Earshot pulled off to win by 
half a length. Rytina was third, eight lengths 
back. 

The time of 1:37% was only a fifth of a second 
slower than that of Twilight Tear and Damaged 
Goods in their Acorn victories. Bonnie Beryl, 
regularly ridden by Jockey Jimmy Stout, the Be- 
lair contract rider, was ridden in the Acorn by 
Ted Atkinson, who early in the race lost his stir- 
rup momentarily. Stout was suspended for care- 
less riding when he rode Bonnie Beryl to victory 
in an allowance race on May 7. His suspension 
was to end in time for him to ride her in the Oaks. 


Earshot was foaled March 24, 1948, at the late 
Emerson F. Woodward’s Valdina Farms, in 
Texas.

When Occupy was bought by Aaron Hirsch- 
berg in Florida earlier this spring he was moved 
to a new climate and placed in charge of a new 
trainer.

Eternal War’s position as one of the best 2- 
year-olds to race thus far was emphasized in the 
Juvenile Stakes, in which he easily beat 11 others 
in the division including eight winners.

UST short of thirty years ago the foundation 
of the present day Keeneland Stud had its 
formation. The late J. O. Keene was among a 
rather large group of Americans at the December 
Sales of 1916 at the Park Paddocks, Newmarket, 
England, inspecting and buying a large number 
of horses. Some of these were for his own ac- 
count, others for friends, and some to be sold in 
America the next year. 


Altogether Mr. Keene purchased 37 head. Most 
of them (27) were weanlings to be disposed of 
upon arrival in America. Among the eight fillies 
purchased from 2 to 4 years of age were three 
that were to re-make the century-old Keeneland 
Stud, on which horses had been bred and raised 
since 1784.

CCORDING to the catalogue the first of the 

three to be bought was Scrutiny (No. 160), 
a bay mare by the American Ballot, out of the St. 
Amant mare, Investigation, from the Mayonaise 
branch of the great No. 3 family. *Scrutiny car- 
ried to these shores in utero a filly by Ampelion, 
later to become the good mare Inquiry.

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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Everything is Normal 


HE graphs of betting and attendance at the 

various race tracks are not uniformly ascend- 
ing, but in no manner do they resemble a ski run. 
Losses or levelings-off at certain courses usually 
are offset by gains elsewhere, so that a composite 
curve still would be inclined upward, which seems 
to be norma! for these times. 

Most of the statisticians are studying the charts 
of the New York tracks to determine what effect 
the city tax is having on mutuel play. Without 
comment it is offered here that the average at- 
tendance during 27 days of racing last year at 
Jamaica was 31,841 against 33,200 during the 
25-day meeting this spring. The 1945 pari-mutuel 
average was $2,844,734 against $2,667,748 this 
spring. During a 12-day spring meeting last year 
the average daily mutuel handle, according to the 
Associated Press, was $2,506,497, which may re- 
fine the comparison. From total wagering of 
$66,693,718 this year the State of New York re- 
ceived $4,328,527 in taxes. No figures are avail- 
able on the amount paid to the New York City 
treasury. 

Belmont Park, which pays a pari-mutuel tax 
of 1% per cent to New York City as compared to 
5 per cent at tracks lying entirely within the city 
limits, averaged 28,889 at the box office and 
$3,013,095 2* the tote last season and during the 
first 12 days of the current meeting had averages 
of about 29,000 and $3,500,000.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The second spring meeting at Havre de Grace 
this year may be a trifle more successful finan- 
cially than the first one. The 12-day April ses- 
sion at the Maryland track averaged 12,820 and 
$1,012,427; the current meeting averaged 9,400 
and $1,092,698 during the first week, a substan- 
tial drop in attendance but a gain in betting. 

Sportsman’s Park at Chicago outdid its last- 
year record during the recent 13-day spring meet- 
ing. The 1945 averages over 39 days were 9,279 
and $710,799 compared with 13,862 and $803,251. 
Lincoln Fields (at Hawthorne) in the same area 
presents almost the same picture: Over 28 days 
in 1945 the averages were 13,499 and $861,601 
compared with the current 12,640 and $849,732; 
a slump here is more apparent than real because 
the average daily betting per capita this season 
is $67, against $63 last year. 

The most marked improvement over previous 
figures was registered at Churchill Downs, in Ken- 
tucky, which boasted averages of 19,894 and 
$895,286 for its 19-day spring meeting against 
11,812 and $444,565 for 1945. Too many infer- 
ences cannot be drawn from these figures, how- 
ever, because last year’s averages were computed 
on a basis of 32 days, including a fall meeting, 
whiie only the spring figures, including the Ken- 
tucky Derby stimulus, enter into the returns for 
1946 

A gangster-style killing and some labor disturb- 
ance inveiving the pari-mutuel clerks have not 
slowed Lusiness at Narragansett Park in Rhode 
Island. During the first 25 days the average at- 
tendance was about 17,500 and the betting aver- 
aged approximately $1,200,000. Last year in 55 
days the track averages were 15,336 and $1,077,- 
106. 

Pimlico, in Maryland, home of the Preakness, 
also showed gains, but not on a scale comparable 
to Churchill Downs, with its Kentucky Derby. 
During 12 days this spring, the averages were 
18,846 and $1,253,981, compared with 15,085 and 
$1,149,336 over 46 days last year. In the matters 
of purse distribution, taxes, license fees, and as- 
sessments, Pimlico bears a rather heavier load 
than some other tracks which do about the same 
amount of business. 

Because of delays in getting news from the 
West Coast, complete figures for the recently 
ended Bay Meadows meeting are not available at 
this time, but it has been reported that the pari- 
mutuel turnover has held up well though attend- 
ance has slumped. This latter factor has not oc- 
casioned any alarm to the track management, be- 
cause the Bay Meadows track during the war 
was patronized heavily by Army and Navy per- 
sonnel who were admitted free. Most of these 
men have left the San Francisco area for their 
homes, with a consequent reduction of attendance 
at the race track.

Drugs, Thugs, Threats, Fears 


SAN MATEO, Calif., May 19 

HERE is an unseen menace hovering over the 

backstretches of California race tracks these 
days, and only men without nerves or imagin- 
ation are untouched by the general unease. The 
atmosphere here must approximate that felt in 
the East last fall when reputations were being 
slashed right and left and when no man consid- 
ered himself safe. 

On Thursday, May 16, the Bay Meadows board 
of stewards issued a ruling suspending owners- 
trainers Jack Taylor and Dr. L. E. McGee for 
the balance of the meeting and referring their 
cases to the California Horse Racing Board. 
Cause of the suspension was the discovery of 
traces of benzedrine in urinalysis on the horse 
Red Beard, which won the eighth race on May 
10 as third choice in the wagering. The horse 
is owned and trained by Dr. McGee, a licensed 
and practicing veterinarian in California, but was 
saddled for the race by Taylor because Dr. Mc- 
Gee had gone to Georgia a few days earlier on a 
visit with his mother. Red Beard had been left 
with Jack Taylor with instructions to run him if 
a race came up, and to sell him if possible. Taylor 
was positive in his claim of innocence, and denied 
doing anything to the horse in any way. 

The average horse trainer today would hesitate 
to give a suffering horse even a certified remedy, 
so strong is the feeling of fear and uncertainty. 
There have been all sorts of rumors flying around 
in recent weeks to the effect that some gang was 
operating to even up scores for real or fancied 
wrongs done in the past. Only last week, as a 
matter of general knowledge, one trainer, flanked 
by some imported thugs for protection, accosted 
a man who had claimed his horse and abused him 
at some length, threatening him with physical vio- 
lence. The abusing trainer has operated for 
years with a halter as his principle item of tack. 

Tuesday, May 14, public trainer “Jock” Gironda 
entered the horse Ace Hudkins for an overnight 
sprint. During the evening some person or per- 
sons unknown got to Ace Hudkins with a blister- 
ing agent and Wednesday morning the horse 
could not be moved from the stall. His legs were 
violently blistered and filled to above the knees. 
He was a pitiful sight. Why was this thing done? 

Why, for that matter, is it always benzedrine 
that is detected in a sample? Is there an informed 
trainer anywhere who does not know that benze- 
drine is one drug for which the tests are fool- 
proof? Can it be, in the light of recent disclos- 
ures, that anyone can fail to know that there is 
no mask for benzedrine? 
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Something is going on here. No one knows yet 
just what it is but everyone knows it is concerned 
with more than helping some particular horse win 
some particular race. Horsemen are disturbed 
and angry. More than one tack room harbors a 
gun these nights. It would be easy, in times like 
these, to get a fatal case of lead poisoning at Bay 
Meadows race track. 


New Commission Secretary 


LAUDE BUCHANAN, who has been secre- 

tary of the California Horse Racing Board 
since the return of legalized racing in 1934, has 
resigned his position and is succeeded by A. B. 
Fiske. Mr. Buchanan, who has just accepted a 
post as associate steward for the Hollywood Park 
meeting, is known as an able and unselfish em- 
ployee of the public and his resignation is viewed 
with feelings of regret. The new secretary of 
the Horse Racing Board, Alfred B. Fiske, has 
served for some years as chief investigator for 
that body. He is to be succeeded as investigator 
by Richard Sagal. 


From the Golden Gate Turf Club rumor fac- 
tory: Latest hats in the ring for the contest to 
acquire control belong to Guy Standifer, head man 
of the group which recently purchased Tanforan; 
B. di Giorgio, San Francisco fruit dealer who 
races under the nom de course of La Favorito 
Farms; and the California Thoroughbred Owners 
and Trainers Association. You’ll be hearing more 
from this latter organization. 

Which reminds me: Horseman Paul Miller, act- 
ing as secretary for the C. T. O. T. A. has at 
least one Bay Meadows official pulling his beard. 
Miller, who has had to listen to the dying screams 
of horse players for too many years on the tracks, 
now uses a hearing aid which has a vest battery 
for activation. 

Recently Paul was saddling a horse in the pad- 
dock when approached by this official who eyed 
the little black box and said as follows: “Why, 
Paul, I didn’t know you were deaf.” 

“T’m not,” quoth Mr. Miller, fiddling with the 
horse’s throat-latch. 

“Well, then,” pointing, ‘“what’s that thing for?” 

Paul looked surprised. ‘Man, where’ve you 
been? Haven’t you heard about radar? Wait’ll this 
horse hits the three-and-a-half pole and watch me 
make contact with him.” 

P. S. An astonished Paul Miller watched his 
unliked contender gallop home free, then later 
submitted to a rather thorough visual examination 
of his “radar” and his actions. The official men- 
tioned can now change the old saying. Now it’s 
“as fit as hands, Edison, medicine, and Marconi 
can make ’im.” 


Joe Hernandez, who gradually becomes more 
and more important in Western horse transac- 
tions, has just completed the biggest deal of his 
career. The sale of the entire stable of C. H. 
Jones and Sons to bandleader Harry James and 
wife (Betty Grable), represents one of the most 
important operations in some years on the coast. 
The sum involved was reported as $105,000 for

In spite of everything, this has been 
a good meeting. Interest has been pretty well 
maintained, and the racing secretary, Norris Roy- 
den, has done a fine job with some pretty medi- 
ocre material. General Manager William P. Kyne 
is a good man at the wheel in a choppy sea.

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Racing Nationalized in Panama 


What is perhaps the first experiment in gov- 
ernment operation of a race track in the western 
hemisphere is now under way in Panama. The 
former Juan Franco track at Panama City is now 
the Hipédromo Nacional and is operated under 
the direction of the Cia. Hipica Nacional. Rac- 
ing is conducted on Saturdays and Sundays, with 
average betting approximating $90,000 daily. 

Under the direction of the government, purses 
have been fixed at 5 per cent of the betting, an 
arrangement which has brought an increased dis- 
tribution to owners. 

New plans are being made. The government 
expects to replace the present six-furlong course 
with a mile track within the next year or two, 
and to install modern equipment. A _ separate 
Panamanian Thoroughbred stud book is under 
consideration. : 

Raul Espinosa, who controlled the track at 
Panama City before it was seized by the govern- 
ment, is now in California, where he has a num- 
ber of broodmares. (Mr. Espinosa, a strong be- 
liever in Federico Tesio’s theory that horses need 
changes of scene and climate, plans to use three 
bases for his stock in California, one at Ryana 
Ranch, in the low country at Los Angeles, one 
at Brown Shasta Ranch on the slopes of the mag- 
nificent Mt. Shasta, far to the north, and one in 
the intermediate climate of Kern County.)

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The Winner 
Still Sought 


Happy Knight Was Unconvincing 


LoNnpbon, May 12 

ROFESSIONALS, and the public, too, are still 

scratching their heads over the problem of the 
classic horses. As I explained in my report of 
the Two Thousand Guineas, won by the unconsid- 
ered Happy Knight, none of the colts we had 
banked on ran up to expectations. The natural 
question is: was the Guineas form wrong? The 
answer, of course, is that form is never wrong. 
As they say in the Services: we’ve had it. 

What is not known is whether the winner will 
improve in equal ratio to those he beat, the time 
limit being between May 1 and June 5. It also re- 
mains to be seen whether Happy Knight will stay 
the 1% miles of the Derby course and whether 
he will act around the turns and on the gradients. 
I personally surmise that he may not stay because 
he is not bred in the true die of a stayer, but I 
would not care to be dogmatic about it. Nor is he 
built on the handy lines of, say, a *Bahram, or a 
Hyperion. But we have had some great, gallump- 
ing colts winning the Derby in the past. Captain 
Cuttle wasn’t exactly a polo pony, but he got 
round, all right. 

I still think that breeders will be very disap- 
pointed if Happy Knight does bring off the double. 
Maybe Kentuckians were not thrilled to the mar- 
row when that colt from Texas went by the other 
day. That is why we are still looking around 
for something to beat the Guineas winner. Well, 
there are to be a few more pre-Derby races yet 
and meanwhile we are hoping that some of the 
beaten Guineas horses will prink up a bit—nota- 
bly Gulf Stream, Khaled, Aldis Lamp, and Ed- 
ward Tudor. There is also Fleet Street. 

Fleet Street ran at the Guineas meeting, but 
I did not refer to his race in my last message. 
He was well down on the list in the Free Handi- 
cap, with 120 pounds, compared with the 133 
pounds given to Gulf Stream. He started four 
times, won once, and was placed in his other 
races—all at Newmarket. There are, however, 
three points about him which bear on his Derby 
chance. The first is that he is a brother to the 
1942 Derby winner, Watling Street; the second 
is that he was backed heavily for the Derby be- 
tween April 26 and 30; the third is that he won 
a race at Newmarket on Guineas Day, May 1. 

Fleet Street is a bay colt by Fairway out of 
the remarkable mare Ranai. Lord Derby bought 
her as a yearling at Deauville (she was bred by 
M. Couturié) and after racing her in France with- 
out suecess, brought her to his country in 1928. 
Here she has bred for him ten winners, including 
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the classic winners Watling Street and Garden 
Path. Can she breed, or has she bred, a second 
Derby winner? The odds, I should say, are against 
it; nor does her son Fleet Street strike me as be- 
ing up to Derby form. But there you are. Wou 
have been warned. 

The Chester races were revived, this week past, 
after a lapse of six years. This is one of the most 
picturesque meetings in England and its racing 
history goes back to the days of Henry VIII. The 
Roodee, within whose walls the racing is held, had 
to accommodate perhaps the largest crowd in its 
history: The official count exceeded 100,000. Un- 
fortunately, a drying wind had left the track 
very hard and fields were small. In spite of this 
there was some excellent sport, the highlight of 
which was the Chester Cup. This is a handicap 
run over 2% miles, the horses passing the stands 
twice. The result will not interest American read- 
ers very much, except that Colonel Whitney’s 
good colt John Peel, the top-weight, was badly 
left and took no serious part in the race. The 
race was won by a 4-year-old colt called Retsel, 
a son of the exported Derby winner Pont l’Eveque, 
and owned by a newcomer to big racing, Mr. H. S. 
Lester. 

But most to the liking of the crowd was the 
victory in the Chester Vase (1% miles) of Lord 
Derby’s 3-year-old, Sky High, by Hyperion— 
Pyramid, owner-bred from Papyrus out of Tres- 
tle, by Swynford, and dam of two or three good 
winners. Pleasing features of Sky High’s suc- 
cess were that he was ridden by Lord Derby’s 
former jockey, Tom Weston, and that Lord Derby

had insisted on going to the meeting to see him in 
action. Chester, of course, is Lord Derby’s own 
city—by tradition and sentiment if not in actual 
fact. Sky High is a black colt of somewhat un- 
certain disposition. He is engaged in the Derby 
and the St. Leger but cuts no ice in the betting. 
Another of Lord Derby’s winners at the meeting 
was Neapolitan, also engaged in the Derby and 
also standing at 50 to 1 against. Neapolitan is 
a chestnut colt by Nearco out of Sundae, by Hy- 
perion out of Bachelor’s Fare, by Tredennis. 

I need hardly say that the racing boom contin- 
ues unabated. The shortage of commodities of al- 
most every kind, from motor cars to houses, house- 
hold essentials to clothes and so on, combined with 
the lack of facilities for travel, is forcing money 
into non-productive channels such as amusements 
and betting. Executives do not know where to 
put the crowds. Now we have the list of fixtures 
for the second half of the season. Goodwood is to 
be revived and so is the great autumn meeting at 
Doncaster. Newcastle is also to have its tradi- 
tional fixture back. We shall be racing on 32 
courses in England and six in Scotland from July 
to November 16, when the season ends. 

Doncaster will not hold the September Yearling 
Sales. The necessary accommodation will not be 
ready in time. The sales will therefore be held 
at Newmarket, as through the war. A one-day 
sale at Turf Headquarters on Guineas Day re- 
sulted in 45 lots changing hands for 33,050 guin- 
eas. Top prices were paid for the four-year-old 
Preciptic (by Precipitation) in training, 7.000 
guineas, to the Maharajah of Bacoda; Oatfiake 
(4-vear-old filly by Coup de Lion) 5,500 guineas; 
Pamphilos (5-year-old horse in training, by Pan- 
orama) 3,300 guineas.
